Instead of tho 
usual system of bells, for eonimnnicaling with 
the deck, an eleelric leleiiraph id used in tho 
Zealous und ii liirijo clock faceii instrument, 
covered with little liliiek strips, conveys 
orders, ono of tho fitripa flying; np when tho 
tolngraph ia worked, nnd di^elosin;; tliu order 
to be convoyed, as 'Go ahead slow,' '.Slop,' 
etc. Abnft tho engines runs the r.nal'i. niiil 
hero again science haa been brought into play 
to reduce labor; An apparatus, iogoniously 
contrived, is attached to it, and through an 
index on deck, inforins tho captain in what 
direction tbe shaft is Inrning, and how tbe 
engine is working. The propeller used is ono 
of Oriflitlis, and it is hirnislied v. illi diiM-on, 
uecting geae, by which it eiui biidittt;ho(i 
from the engines at will, with tho Bligaicst 
possihio trouble. In tbo run are situated the 
store rooms, and receptacles for spare machin- 
ery, etc.

The Chief Justice hold tbat ho could not roi 
fuse uudioDce to n barrister, ill, any nnati r in 
Oourt, but desired to bo'- Informed by Mr:

Mr. Jttcksou did not consider it necessarily 
followed that tho refereVoe to '.Hbe'Oourts'of 
tbo Colouy" in the proatnble to - the Legal 
Practitioners' Ordinauco, 186?,' was' tutodded 
to apply to the Supreme Oourt of Olvil Jtistic^ 
ol Vancouver Island, as there were Boverol' 
Courts in Bnlisli Columbia [ironcr, aa it cx^ 
isted before tho union, Tlio .Snprenu Cunrt, 
tho Miinistralea' (!oin Ls ami iliu Gold Commis" 
sioncrd' (Joiirts, lo which thu relcroueo niiclit 
have been inlcndeil, and in ri ply eonleiidi J 
thiit as tliQ order of Court of lliu MUi February, 
l.S'iT, related to tlio Court of IJrillali (Columbia, 
British Columbia ami \ iuicouvit Island being 
Ihon aeparalo Coloniea, and aa by llie -lib 
acclioii of the Ia');ii1 I'raclitioiirrs' Ordiiiiinco, 
18G7, it was enacted tliat "tho unrepealed sec> 
tiona of tho said Order of Oourt were thereby 
adopted, and should form part of that ordi- 
nance." Tbe ordinance in question could not 
refer to tho Supreme Court of Civil Justice of 
Vanoouvor Island, and that tbo rcmabiing 
portion of the section Biipported Ibis view, as 
it jirovidcd that ''it ebould he hnvf'il for the 
Jiiil[;t,s ul the .Siipriiiie Court of (.'ivil Jujliec 
of linlirh Ciiluiiiliiii, Willi Uii; ediieiureuco ol 
tlui (lovornor, (rum liims Id lime iiml ;il any 
lime llicreuru'r lo dici hnrfje, revive, or v;try 
aiieh iHsUiientioned .section of the said order 
of Cum I," and that tbo elfect of tho ordinance 
is merely to eoiifer on tbo legal practitioners 
an iiuihnrity under an ordinnnco to prnclicii 
in the Snpirino Court of British Oolumbin a-i 
fniihu said g orders moDtiuncd instead of 
under tho said order only, 

Tho learned Chief Justice, after a careful 
examination of tho orders in Council and the 
acts and ordinances I'claling to the leg.il pro'. 
frsaion, ond Ihe Order of (yonrt lu whieli refer 
er.co bad been made, hi delivering liis jadg- 
inent paid : 

Tl qiunlion I am called upon lo dcoide 
in lhi,s cii.'i) id whether ihu praclioo ol Ibis 
Uourl is altered by tlio Hritish Oolumbin 
iirdiiiiiiico of 1st April 1^U7, and which 
came into operation on Iho Ist of July. 

This depends on two qiieation-i. lot, 
whether that ordinance can have any a[ipli- 
cition to Ibis Cour ; ami 2d, whether, if il 
can, it doiis effect any alteration. 

To dc'turniino tlicie quesiioiia il is csgpn- 
lial to exarairo into tho original curistituliun 
ond powers of Ibo Court. 

Tho Supreme Court of Vanoouvor Island 
is constiiulcd under the powers conferred by 
an Iniperi 1 Act, the 12th and 13th, Vict, 
cap, 'IB, whieli Act enipinvered Her Majesty 
to provide for thu adrnini«lralion of juHtico in 
Vancouver Iflaiul. iJy virtue ul that acl the 
tjiiiien by un or der in Ciuim-il dated the -lib 
tlay nf April, ISIjO, conniiiuled ihi* G'ourl, 
conferred upon it aoddelincd its powers, aod 
gave rules and direciioos for iis gu dunce. 

These rules amongst other tilings provide 
lor the admission of barristers and nttorneye, 
end pructnta, to practice in the court, aud a 
ruinber ol gcntlemon ol oaeh cla.sa have 
been admitted lo practice accordingly, iheir 
names being inacribcd on the respeolive rolls 
of ti e court, and Ilia businces ol tho suiiors 
having been up to tbe |)refcnt time carried on 
by thorn, esoh acting only on his re,-/)octive 
c!aH. 

It is said Ih.Tt tho jui i dioiion o( Ihia court 
was put an ond lo ond iho oUioe of the 
Chief Jostico abolished by Iho Act of Uoion, 
and proclamation made theroon. I nm 
unnblo to pgriio in that viuw and il Fecms lO 
me tbat this court, iij oflicers an i its praeticc 
remain untouehod by the Act of Union, 

l!ul then it is e mended ib.it Ibo practice 
of tho court is altogeiher ch.ingcd tiy the 
ordioanue of Ist April, already referred lo, 
and that Barristers may now act as Attor- 
neys, and Atlorneys os Barriaters. But I 
think that ordinance lias no apnlicolion 
whatever lo this cuuit. I have looked in vain 
for any power voated in the r.egialalivo body 
of liri'isli Columbia to alter or touch ihecon- 
Btituiiou of tills c'lurl. 

Tbo second section of tho Imperial Aot of. 
1.3 sod 14 Viol, cap, 48, gives tbe only au- 
thority of snch a nature which I can find 
and that is given to the Legislature of Van- 
couver I nland only, a political body now no 
lonticr exi,«iing, 

'I bo exisiciice of Ihia clau,^o seems to me to 
raisouHtrong inference thai tbo Imperial 
Legislature did not intend the power to exist 
in uoy body except that one on which it wna 
by the net itself e.<iprefi9ly conferred. 

Nor does tho language of the oidinance 
itpclf seem to me to call for snch a consliuc- 
lion, 

B'Tore Ibo parsing of tho Ordinanco in 
quB'iiinn, ibc practice of the Supremo Cnnrt 
of liriti.^h Columbia as to Barristers acd 
SolieilorK of itiat court Bccma lo h.ivo biien 
reguljled not by sintiite but by an order of 
fiouil daliHl CO fur back as the 'J4ih ol Decem- 
ber, IB.'iS, by Sect. 12 of wliieh order Harris 
tcra aro petmittod lo praolico as Ailorueys, 
and vice versa. 

Tbo ordinance of Ist April rooiting that 
it ia expedient to regulate by siatute instead 
of by order of court, the adtr.iasion of persons 
to prac'ico as Batrislcrs, Att'orDoy, (fcc, by 
Seel. 4, .idopts part ef .Sect. 10 and tho whole 
ol Seels. 11 and 12 ol the order of court, and 
nays that they ahull form part of lhat urdin> 

IH.CO. 

This Sect. 12, spenks and spcnka only of 

Barriiilers and Attorneyn of this cniirl, i. e , 
tliu .Siipreiiiu ("diirl of Hriti.sh Cdliiiiibia as 
Ihe.ii existing and with llu; pr,iei!i'.! of which 
ciiorl llie order was aloiio deuliiig or had 
power lo deal. 

It is contended that the words "of this 
Colony" are applicable only to Ihe United 
Colooles being used alter tbo time of Union 
lint it iu only ncoeM,iary lo look ut tho 2d 
Sect, of Ihu ordinaiieo lo pco that IbObO not 
only iiiijibt bo but woro then u,-ed iu a 
widely (liflureiil i-eii.so. That feolion Hpealta 
oi Iho Legal I'rofosKiona Act 18u3, "of thin 
Colony." Iloio the wjjrda must mean tho 
Colony of British Columbia before tho Union 
or thoy have no meaning ot all. 

'I bo practice of this court will therefore be 
continued uh herelufora.
